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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 , line 8, the term "a channel estimation" is not clear where is 
the channel estimation generated; and what is the difference between the tentative 
channel estimation and the channel estimation signal, as set forth in lines 8-9 of claim 6. 

Regarding claim 3, lines 4-5, the term "the maximum path power" lacks 
antecedent basis. 

Claims 2, 4-5 are rejected by virtue of their dependency. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-5 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 1 , 6 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of the record fails to disclose or suggest that a channel estimation 
circuit comprising: a noise/interference power estimation means for being input with 
signals, including at least, the received signal, among the received signal, the tentative 
channel estimation signal and a channel estimation signal, and performing estimation of 
noise and interference power by making use of the input signals, to output the result of 
estimation as a noise/interference power estimation signal; a threshold decision means 
for being input with signals, including at least, the noise/interference power estimation 
signal, among the noise/interference power estimation signal and the tentative channel 
estimation signal, and establishing and outputting a threshold signal by making use of 
the input signals as recited in claims 1, 6. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Paul et al (US 2003/0223355) disclose a channel estimation in a wireless 
communication system. 
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Atarashi et al (US 2004/0071 1 93) disclose a path search method channel 
estimation method and communication device. 

Tapaninen (US 2004/0196891 ) discloses a method and apparatus providing 
unbiased signal-to-noise ratio estimation and its application to discontinuous 
transmission detection.
